REFORMERS. 


The last quarter of n century has been 


prolific ia moral and social reforms, and 
much good has grown out of them in Now 
England, and other portions of tho country. 
But in these movements for tho elevation of 
manhood, there has sprung up a fungus 
class of Ho-oalled reformers—generally deli- 
oiont in education, morals nnd manners— 
who essay to teach tho public on tho grant 
evils which surround us. This class is n 
growing one, and promises to become ns 
numerous as tho reptiles in tho jungles of 
mid-Africa. 


Tho labor reform movement is worthy of 


encouragement, for it demands a respect 
for toil, for adequate compensation, for re- 
stricted hours of labor, which, if carried 
out, would olevato three-fourths of our pop- 
ulation on tho piano of civilization. 
But 


the manifestations are that tho loaders, or 
many of thorn, in this upheaval are simply 
revolutionists, who class all tho grievances 
of labor to capital; who denounce property 
owners as "rent thieves ;" and who aim to 
make tho manufacturing class divide equally 
all its profits—without a like division of 
losses 
in 
times 
of commercial, finan- 


cial and manufacturing depression—which 
would 
only 
be 
simple 
justice 
or 


natural equity. "Fair play," is all that 
labor can honestly demand ; that is, reason- 
able compensation for toil performed ; say 
ten hours ns n limit to a day's work ; tho 
weekly payment of wages, and that iu hon- 
est money. This secured, there need be 
no collision between labor and capital. But 
the self-ctyled "labor reformer" demands 
more than this, and hence injures the cause 
of the workiuguiau and woman, and retards 
the advancement so much needed and de- 
sired.
